example of Persian art at the beginning of the fifth century

FouUND IN IRELAND. 


An important Cauldron, of unusually large size, with strongly 


curved sides and short oblique rim; this also bears 

evidence of much patching, showing the high value attached C2 xt 
to these vessels of beaten bronze in early times, 17 in. 

diam. at mouth, 13 in. high; found in Dirneveigh Bog in 

1885 

Some of these bowls were probably originally used as water 

clocks, but not when in this patched condition. 


A flat bronze Axe, with incurved sides, the surface decorated 
with strongly engraved lines, 6% in. long ; found in a bog

ment of the spear-head from the dagger and is of unusual 
interest. 


A Spear Head, with triangular blade, decorated with ribs in
